them economically, when we under- 
stand their side. They have seen the 
American soldier grow to sympa- 
thize deeply with them, and they 
know thatjat heart these American 
boys here the heart of America. 

They have pledged that they will 
let our troops withdraw quietly 
without interference, and without 
teuching the railroad sectors we still 
guard.

In scattered detachments, vary- 
ing in size from a hundred to sev- 
eral thousand they have been car- 
rying on a guerrilla warfare against 
Kolchak since the days almost a year 
ago hen the Omsk government 
shofved it was undemocratic and re- 
actionary. The peasants in the Sibe- 
rian hills supported them, ‘hid them, 
fed them, believed in them. 

STRENGTH 18S INCREASING. 


They number fully 100,000 sol- 
diers, and they are all working close 
in harmony with the city revolution- 
ists. Were it not fer the foreign 
troops they would control Siberia in 
ten days.

‘There goes the 
spirit of Lincoln at the head,’ ejac- 
ulated the Premier of England when 
he the advance guard of Amer- 
ican soldiers sweeping toward Filan- 
ders efilds. 

Chairman Hays declared for ade- 
quate control of industries, but not 
for government ownership. He em- 
phasized that e Republican party 
must work for an efficient business 
administration of the country’s af- 
fairs, a reduction in taxes, better re- 
lations between capital and labor, 
extension of war debt over a greater 
number of years arid for law and 
order in all instances.

AMERICA’S BIG BURDEN. 

“Europe profiited enormously by 
these investments, and America prof- 
ited, tdo, because she obtained the 
capital she needed at the price that 
the capital was worth to her. Hon- 
est and energetic business men in 
both countries went to work in their 
own way and solved the problems 
on business terms. Yet in those 
days Europe was far better able to 
meet the relatively small demand of 
America than America is now, bur- 
dened as she is by government ex- 
penditures since the beginning of the 
war to the aggregate amount of $36,- 


demands of Europe tollay. 

“T am confident that.the solution 
of Europe's problems will be found 
by the wisdom and courage of Eu-

IF NO RAIN OR SNOW BY FEB- 
RUARY 24 SAN JOAQUIN 
SERVICE WILL SUSPEND. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 12.— 
There is consternation in fuel oi! 
circles because the San Joaquin 
Light and Power Company hag noti- 
fied all the companies it serves 
that it will stop supplying electric 
light and power for an indefinite 
period if there is no rain or snow 
in the mountains by February 24. 

The San Joaquin Valley is the 
great oil-producing region of Cali- 
fornia. All the big companies and 
many small concerns are refining 
oll in that district. The San Joa- 
Quin company has served them §8l] 
with electricity, both for lhght and 
power purposes. 

To have this supply cut off means
